1 Insane Increase 


French Has More Crazy 


People Than Country:... 


Can Accomodate 


PARIS, Sept. 3.—(UP)—Hectic Par- 


isian life and bitter memories of -the 
World War are 
driving 
so .many 


Frencli people into insane asylums 
that the Grerich government has sud- 
denly found itself with more crazy 
people on its hands than it can accom- 
modate. 


Steadily since the war there has 


been a continual increase in the num- 
ber of persons admitted to mental 
hospitals. There are 87 insane asyl- 
ums in France and they are taxed to 
capacity. The government is consid- 
ering the rapid construction of emer- 
gency hospitals to take care of emer- 
year's increase. 


The total number of demented pa- 


tients for the region of Paris is now 
around 23.000. while public health of- 
ficials note an alarming increase in 
the number cf new patients this year. 
The six leading hospitals 
in 
and 


around Paris are 
crowded to 
the 


doors and to take care of new and 
pressing cases some of the older pa- 
tients are moved to provincial insti- 
tutions for confinement. 


The assistants of M. Desire Ferry, 


Minister of Public Health,.have been 
studying the reasons for the alarm- 
ing increase in the number of dement- 
ed patients every year. Their studies 
lead them to believe the greater ma- 
jority of mental .derangement is caus- 
ed- from too fast and hectic a life, or 
from wprries and'.fears^-growing ,out 
of the war.
